ANNUAL REPORT: OF THE BOARD OF 
EDUCATION. 


Again have the schools of the town completed what we 
believe to be a successful school year. 

Miss Sadie C. M. Ellis took charge of the grammar school 
at the beginning of the year, and her three terms of admin- 
istration have been a credit to herself and to the district. 
The first term of the primary school was taught by Miss 
Blanche Hubbard of Fremont. ‘The order was good and the 
classes recited with promptness. 

The second and third terms were in charge of Miss Mary 
E. Wilbur of Kensington. Miss Wilbur came well recom- 
mended and proved to be well qualified. It was her first at- 
tempt at teaching, yet she proved herself worthy of the situa- 
tion. 

We are gratified to report that our teachers were present 
at the Institute holden at Derry, and we feel sure that the 
suggestions given as to the best methods of teaching and 
governing will be utilized by them in their future work. 

The schools have suffered from tardiness and irregular 
attendance more this year than last, where no sufficient 
excuse could be given, 

Any neglect on the part of parents to do their whole 
duty in this matter must result in injury to both parties. 


TO “FA RENCES: 


Keep your children at school every day if possible. 
Irregular attendance is the parent of innumerable evils. By 
being kept out of school, money really belonging to the dis- 
trict is lost. The scholar loses his place in the class, gets 
behind in his studies, wastes the time belonging to the school 
by calling the teacher to go over the work done during 
absence, gets discouraged in his study, gives up work and is 
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liable to become a trouble to the school. If kept at home 
for little things, things that might be done at other times, 
and often by other hands, the pupil is made to feel that the 
school is of little importance and an education of little 
value. 

Act in harmony with the teacher and do all you can to 
make the school successful. 

Let the one who teaches your children feel that she has 
your sympathy and co-operation in all that pertains to the 
school. Do not criticise her in the presence of your children, 
but rather speak kindly of her. Visit the school often, and 
as far as possible make it what it ought to be. 

Remember the children in these schools are your children, 
and their interests are your interests. 

Parents and friends have shown continued interest in the 
schools by frequent visits during the year. We hope these 
will increase in number each year, as they are an encourage- 
ment to the teacher and a stimulus to increased efforts on the 
part of the pupil. |
